WASHINGTON, April 21.—The secretary of

few of the delegates desired to make the ex- 
cufsion. 
ALL RENDERED EXCUSES. 

Thirteen of the foreign delegates accepted 
thé invitation, but only two of them— 
Martinez Silva, of Columbia, and Zegarra, of 
Petu,—left Washington with the party. The 
others sent letters of regret, giving various 
reasons for withdrawing their acceptance. 
Some were detained by important business ; 
some were called to New York by telegraph ; 
otiiers had decided to start at once for their 
homes, and the rest were ill or too tired to 
make the journey. 

Several promised to join the excursion at 
Richmond today, but were unable to do so, 
and the secretary of state decided that the 
number of those going would not justify the 


expense of the journey, which would cost as 
much as if the entire conference had gone. 
The whole outlay would probabiy have been 
$10,000. 

SECRETARY BLAINE REGRETS IT. 

The secretary said tonight that he sincerely 
regretted that the commercial organization 
and ¢itizens of the south who had made prep- 
arations to entertain the delegates had to be 
disappointed, but felt that they would appre- 
ciate the circumstances which compelled the 
abandonment of the excursion. The foreign 
delégates have now been in this country for 
seven months, and some of them even longer, 
and are anxious to return to their homes as 
soon as poosible. They are grateful for the 
hospitality extended them, and very much re- 


The speaker then called the committees in 
order for a motion to suspend the rules and 
pass measures on the calendar.

It drew 
no line between the mes torious and unmerito- 
rious soldier, or rather it discriminated against 
brave and more deserving soldiers who fought 
for thefr coniifry and iff favor of those who 
were picked up ag stragglers. The bill was an 
inducement to the soldiers to _  sur- 
render. It told: the soldier to surrender; 
to get safely into an. enemy’s prison 
and affer the war receive his réward. All 
men in uniform were not soldiers; all of the 
prisoners were not there through zeal. Many, 
a largé proportion, were put in prison. becausé 
they were captured after leaving their com- 
mands or while evading their duty. 

Mr. Cummings, of New York, said that if a 
bill could be drawn. which would give to de- 
serving prisoners of war alone a special pen- 
sion, he would favorit. But this bill took in 
malingerer ag well as soldier. Many a man 
became a prisoner to escapé a fight, because 
he. feit that he was eafer in prison 
than alongside his comrade in arms. He gave 
as illustrations, the conduct of a number of 
soldiers at Banks’ ford, and of a soldier who 
had become a prisener of war to escape. 
punishment for striking his superior officer. 
The bit] would not wash with veterans or with 
tax payers. : 

Mr. Hopkins, of Illinois, defended the bill. 
It was not so sweeping as had been represented. 
It limited beneficiaries to those who suffered 
from disability resulting from confinement. It 
was the duty of the government to care for 
such men. There might be individual 
instances, stich as were held up bere, but 
prisoners of war, asa whole, were a deserving 
class of men.

The largest legal saleever cecurring in this 
county took place today at the courthouse 
door, amownting to $465,000. The properties

CONVENES IN REGULAR SESSION 
YESTERDAY AFTERNOON 


And Considers An Ordinance Changing the 
Registration Law—The Piedmont Exposi- 
ton Heard From—The Grady Hospital. 


Mayor Pro Tem Hutchison wants to change 
Atlanta’s registration laws and during the 
session of the general council yesterday after- 
noon introduced an ordinance providing for 
the change. 

The paper was referred to the tax commit- 


The ordinance provides that on and after 
June Ist, 1890, one of the duties of the city 
tax collector and his assistant sha}] be to reg- 
ister qualified voters of the city as they pay 
their taxes annualiy. That officer shall have 
prepared printed blanks containing the oath 
required of voters proposing to register now, 
in the form set out in the ordinance. 

“It shall be his duty,”’ the ordinance says, 
“to administer to each tax payer wishing to 
register the required oath, and the voter shall 
subscribe to the oath in the presence of the col- 
lector or his assistant, who shall preserve 
al) the affidavits and from them shall compile 
@ book for each ward, showing the names and 
residences 6f the qualified voters for each 
ward. Only the names of those taking such 
affidavits by the 25th day of November in each 
year shall be placed on the registration books. 

“The collector shall also register qualified 
voters taking the prescribed oath, even if they 
do not pay or offer to pay the taxes of the cur- 
rent year, and place their names on the books 
of their respective wards.” 

Tire ordinance then gives the oath required 
of voters desiring to register. 

“Ifa voter removes,’”’ says the ordinance 
“from one ward to another between the 
time of registration and the time of 
voting, it will be the duty of the collec- 
tor or register to change the name 
of such voter from the book of the ward of his 
former residence to the book for the ward into 
which he has moved, at his request.”

BORRRWING AS USUAL. 

Considerable stock was subscribed to the 
general fund, but the capital was not obtained, 
and this season the farmers are borrowing as 
individuals direct from the factors and mer- 
chants as in former years. Mr. Cooper, the 
manager of the Savannah Alliance exchange, 
says that the experiment here has been most 
gratifying. He handled much more cotton 
than he expected to get, and he got valuable 
experience. Next year the Savannah 
exchange will handle, at the 
very lowest estimate, 10,000 bales 
of cotton, which is a bus:ness of half a million 
dollars. 

A MEETING OF THE FARMERS. 

A meeting of representatives from the alli- 
ances in ten counties was held here last week. 
The planters present reported that the cotton 
acreage in their counties will be larger this 
year than last. The alliance has a surplus 
fund in bank, which is used as collateral for 
the purchase of supplies. A membercan buy 
provisions from his grocer in ge mgs to the 
stock he has in this general fund. For his 
bill the alliance becomes responsible, and if he 
does not pay it, the alliance does. All of 
the profits of the exchange are being turned 
into a general fund, which will become the 
capital of the Alliance bank.

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A CONFLAGRATION AT THE CORNER 
OF MAGNOLIA AND MANGUM: 


Six Houses Burned and the Seventh Half 
Consumed—Other Fires During the 


There was quite a conflagration on the cor- 
ner of Magnolia and Mangum streets yester- 
day morning. . 3 

About 4 o’clock a. little store occupied by 
Messrs. Lindsay & Rice, near the corner, 
caught fire in some mysterious manner. 

Parties ata distance discovered the flames, 
but by the time the alarm was sent in the resi- 
dence of Mr. G. B. Lindsay, adjoining, had 
become enveloped in flames, and the store and 
dwelling on the other side at the corner had 
also canght fire. 

By the time the companies could reach the 
scene the little store and its contents were 
burned. Mr. Lindsay’s residence was too far 
gone to save anything, and the corner store 
and dwelling, occupied by Mr; W. H. Green, 
were almost too far gone to be saved. 

SOME NARROW ESCAPES. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lindsay, and Mr. Rice, awoke 
after the flames had gained such headway on 
the dwelling that it was impossible for them 
to save anything except a few articles of wear- 
ing apparel. 

Mrs. Lindsey and Mr. Rice were both 
slightly burned, but not seriously hurt. 

They had been up until 2:0’clock with a sick 
child. Whenthe child became quiet they 
and Mr. Green’s family went to sleep, and 
slept so soundly that it took quite-a time to 
awaken tliem. 

A negro named Jordan pounded on Mr. 
Green’s door until Mrs. Green sprang out of 
bed and rushed to the back door. As she 
opened it the flames burst into the room, and 
her screams awakened the balance of the 
family. 

Jordan rushed in and grabbed two of the 
children by the arms and carried them 
out of the burning house. By that 
time Mr. Green realized the danger, and, 
with a number of his neighbors, he succeeded 
in saving &@ small portion of the clothing and 
furniture. 

After that, two smail houses in the same 
block, occupied by negroes, were burned to 
the ground, and a third caught fire. 

THE FIRE ARRESTED. 

By this time the department was on hand, 
and the spread of the fire was arrested, 
but not until the four dwellings, _two 
stores and half of another dwelling had 
been burned, with the stable near Mr. Green‘s 
dwelling, and a large amount of merchandise, 
furniture and clothing. 

The losses,.so far as could be estimated, 
amounts to between $4,000 and $5,000. 

Mr. Lindsay’s residence, with his furniture 
and all the wearing appare) of the family, 
worth from $1,560 to $2,000, was entirely de- 
stroyed. It was insured for $800. 

The little store, worth about $100, with a 
£500 stock, were totally destroyed. There was 
about $560 insurance on the stock. 

Mr. Green’s store is the property of Mr. 
Swartz: was worthabout $800, and was in- 
sured. The stock was worth about. $2,500, a 
sinall portion of which was saved. His dwel- 
ling was in the rear, and out of $500 worth of 
clothing and furniture he saved only a small 
portion. The steck was insured for $1,000, 
and the furniture for $200. 

Mr. Green also lost a yaluable horse, which 
ran back into the flames after he had been led 
as far as the door by the bridle. 

The two negro houses were worth about 
$500. The furniture was saved from one, but 
the other was burned with all its contents. 

The house that was partially burned was in- 
sured. The furniture was all saved. 

The work of the department was admirable. 
The fire had gained such headway before the 
alarm was sent in, that a disastrous con- 
fiagration ‘seemed imminent. A _ strong 
wind was blowing, and it was only 
by the most strenuous efforts that the adjacent 
buildings were saved. 

The Second Alarm 
was sent in about 11 o’clock, and the fire was 
located under the pastry oven at the Kimball 
honse. 

The fire was soon extinguished with small 
damage. 

The proprietors will renew all the woodwork 
and replace it with iron, near the ovens, so as 
to prevent a repetition of the trouble. 

Still Another. 

About 3:30 o’cleck yesterday afternoon a 
burning sack caused an alarm from No. 77 
Peachtree street. It was in the residence of 
Mr. Holbrook, but did not amount to any- 
thing except a short run for the department.

A Refugee From His Race. 

After Sherman’s rough riders had made 
both torch and sword do their worst in the 
Carolinas, there was one final outburst of 
thunder and flame, and peace came to the 
desolate land. 

The blue wave of invasion with its grim 
front of bristling steel rolled slowly back— 
the troopers and cannoneers and foot sol-

But there were adventurous fellows 
among these veterans in blue, who had an 
eye for booty and beauty—dashing soldiers 
of fortune, who swore that the victors 
should enjoy the spoils of war, not through 
violence and common loot, but by so shap- 
ing the social chaos of the conquered states, 
as to give them perpetual possession, sway 
and mastery.

In order to succeed he had to 
ally himself with the blacks and array himself 
against his own race. His courage, mag- 
netism and genius for organization easily 
made him a leader, He carried everything 
before him, and at last Judge Tourgee sat 
on the bench, armed with the penal terrors 
of the law, holding the lives and property of 
his enemies in the scales of justice. | 

Too humane to be a Jeffries, and too 
proud to descend to the common level of 
corruption, the alien judge began to hate his 
office and its duties. When it was too late 
he found that even the highest position 
would not secure social recognition for one 
who was regarded by the people as a public 
enemy in league with their plunderers. To 
aman With his ambition, social ostracism 
was a blight and a curse. He grew haggard 
and nervous, given to morbid moods and fits 
of anger. It galled him to see the common- 
est white witness in his court treated with 
more respect than was accorded to the 
wearer of the judicial ermine who sat’ above 
him. 

When the carpet-bag dynasty was swept 
away, and a white man’s government was 
re-established, the judge quietly flitted away. 
But he went as a fugitive from respectability 
—a refugee from his race.

He wrote 
with such graphic power, and with sueh 
vivid coloring that he found many readers. 
But he subordinated his literary t to 
his narrow, burning hatred of his own race, 
He passed over everything. that ‘was bright 
and tractive in southern life, and concen- 
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ened Tourgee’s heart. By his own conduct. 
he made the career he desired impossible in 
the land of his adoption, but he has carried 
into his voluntary exile nothing but undying 
hatred and a thirst for revenge. - His. eyes 
are growing dim, and his hair is turning 
gray, but he counts each year as lost that. 
does not see another book from his’ pen, de- 
signed to disorganize the whites of the 
south, and pave the way for black suprem-_ 
acy. 

These reminiscent thoughts have been 
called forth by the appearance of ‘‘Pactolus 
Prime,” a néw novel, by Albion W. Tour- 
gee. Itis written in the same old vein. 
The spirit of a wounded savage breathes 
through it, and each gloomy page makes it 
appear that in this fair land of the south the 
ruling race is cold-blooded and cruel, while 
the blacks are patient martyrs,. barred out . 
from their rightful place in society.

There is profit in tomatoes, but other ar- 
ticles will pay the canners big money. A 
bushel of peaches will fill twenty three pound 
cans, and are worth $4.50 per case of two 
dozen, or about four dollars per bushel. 

This year the fruit crop of Maryland and 
Delaware is killed, and the canning supply 
must come from the south. The business is 
especially suited to this region. Small can- 
ning outfits without much special machinery 
cost only a few hundred dollars, and the re- 
turns are quick and sure. Women and 
children can do most of the work. 

In the course of a few years the canning 
of our fruits and vegetables will be one of 
the biggest industries in the south. The de- 
mand is always’ large, and the market is 
world-wide. Our people cannot afford to 
neglect this money-making business,

Their father ate nothing 
in order that there should be more for his little 
ones. The West End was quite shocked when the 
Pall Mall Gazette published this story, and more 
than one good citizen stopped the paper in order 
fhat his wife and children might not be annoyed 
by the perusal of such vulgar atrocities.

can has ever surpassed Grady as an oratcr. 
brilliant success he won as 2 would of 
itself be enough to satisfy the ambition of most 
men ; but in addition to being a prince among or- 
ators and journalists, the volume before us con- 
tains ample evidence that as a writer of 
character sketches, he might have rivalled Dickens 
if his powers had been devoted wholly to litera- 
ture instead of to the very practical employment 
of daily newspaper work.

A Refugee From His Race. 

After Sherman’s rough riders had made 
both torch and sword do their worst in the 
Carolinas, there was one final outburst of 
thunder and flame, and peace came to the 
desolate land. 

The blue wave of invasion with its grim 
front of bristling steel rolled slowly back— 
the troopers and cannoneers and foot sol-

But there were adventurous fellows 
among these veterans in blue, who had: an 
eye for booty and beauty—dashing soldiers 
of fortune, who swore that the _ victors 
should enjoy the spoils of war, not through 
violence and cominon loot, but by so shap- 
ing the social chaos of the conquered states, 
as to give them perpetual possession, sway 
and mastery.

His courage, mag- 
netism and genius for organization easily 
made him a leader. He carried everything 
before him, and at last Judge Tourgee sat 
on the bench, armed with the penal terrors 
of the law, holding the lives and property of 
his enemies in the scales of justice. _ 

Too humane to be a Jeffries, and too 
proud to descend to the common level of 
corruption, the alien judge began to hate his 
office and its duties. When it was too late 
he found that even the highest position 
would not secure social recognition for one 
who was regarded by the people as a _ public 
enemy in league with their plunderers.

We all know that tomatoes are a staple article of 
food, and are in constant demand; for this reason 
a market can always be had at paying figures, 
But we also have other articles of food in tin 
equally in as large demand, and of which the 
south raises large quantities. I herewith name 
the various fruits and vegetables that wil) pay to 
pack, with present quotations:

There is profit in tomatoes, but other ar- 
ticles will pay the canners big money. A 
bushel of peaches will fill twenty three pound 
cans, and are worth $4.50 per case of two 
dozen, or about four dollars per bushel. 

This year the fruit crop of Maryland and 
Delaware is killed, and the canning supply 
must come from the south. The business is 
especially suited to this region. Small can- 
ning outfits without much special machinery 
cost only a few hundred dollars, and the re- 
turns are quick and sure. Women and 
children can do most of the work. 

In the course of a few years the canning 
of our fruits and vegetables will be one of 
the biggest industries in the south. The de- 
mand is always* large, and the market is 
world-wide. Our people cannot afford to 
neglect this money-making business,

The eldest boy told the coroner that 
their father had eaten nothing since the previous 
Saturday, though the children had had a little 
stew twice since then. Their father ate nothing 
in order that there should be more for his little 
ones. The West End was quite shocked when the 
Pall Mall Gazette published this story, and more 
than one good citizen stopped the paper in order 
fhat his wife and children might not be annoyed 
by the perusal of such vulgar atrocities.

Henry Grady’s speeches and the extracts from 
his writings given in this volume show him to 
have been one of the most gifted men this country 
has ever produced. For if that orator be the best 
whose speeches most delight his hearers and are 
most eagerly read after they are put to the test of 
cold type, then it may be doubted if any Ameri- 
can has ever surpassed Grady as an orator. The 
brijliant success he won as a journalist would of 
itself be enough to satisfy the ambition of most 


| men ; but in addition to being a prince among or-

WHAT IT AMOUNTS 

Directly the measure effects important busi- 
ness interests; and sof apa it effects the 
creat bulk of business of nea tly’ all" kinds, all 
over the country. 

A synopsis of the bill must” “be -of general 
interest. 

The first section defines “options as “any 
contract or agreement whereby.a party thereto, 
or any party for whom or in Whose behalf 
such contract or agreément. is made, contracts 
to haveor give to himself or another the option 
to buy or seilat a future time any of the 
grain or other commodity” “mentioned in 
section 3. 

Section two defines futures to mean “any con- 
tract or agreement whereby a party agrees to 
buy, Or agrees to sell and deliver, 
at a futare time to another, any 
of the articles. mentioned in section three, when 
at the time of making snch contract or agree- 
ment, the party so agreeing to make such de- 
livery, or the party for whom he acts as agent, 
broker, or employee in making such contract 
or agreement, is net at the time of making the 
same the owner of the article so contracted and 
agreed to be delivered: Provided; however, 
that this act shall not apply to any contracts 
or agreement for the future delivery of any of 
the said articles made with the United States, 
or any state, or municipality, or with the duly 
authorized officers or agents thereof, nor to the 
contracts of agreements made b: farmers 
for the sale and delivery of any of the articles 
aforesaid, which are in actual course of pro- 
duction by such farmers at the time of making 
such contract or agreement. 

Section three enumerates thearticles referred 
to—wheat, corn, oats, rye, barley, cotton and all 
the farm products; also pork, lard, and all 
other hog products. 

Section four imposes on each dealer in op- 
tions or futures an annual tax of $1,000, and in 
addition the sum of five cents a pound for 
every pound of cotton or hog product, and 
twenty cents a bushel for each and ever 
bushel of the other articles mentioned. 
This tax is to be paid to the commissioner of 
internal revenue. 

Section five provides that in addition to the 
license of $1,600, a penal $5,000 bond shall be 
given. 

Section six provides that the commissioner 
shall keep, open to public inspection, a regis- 
ter of all such dealers, the business engaged in, 
place of business, and residence of the several 
parties in each firm or corporation. 

Section seven provides that every option or 
future contract shall be in writing and signed 
it duplicate—otherwise it shail be void. 

Section eight rovides that on the 
first day of each ‘week, all dealers in 
options or futures shall make 
complete return and report under oath, to the 
collector of the district in which the business 
is done, if any, and all such contracts, and to 
pay the sums of five cents a pound, or ‘twenty 
cents a bushel, as specified. 

Section nine provides that every person or 
association so dealing in options or futures, 
who does business without having a certificate 
of authority from the collector, besides being 
liable for the amounts rescribed in section 
four, shall be.fined not less than $1,000, nor 
more than $5,000, for each and every offense. 
Fraudulent reports render the maker liable to 
the same fine, or imprisoment for thirty days 
to six months, or both. 

The tenth section provides that neither the 
payment of the taxes required, nor the collec- 
tors certificate, shall exempt any person or cor- 
poration from any penalty. now, or hereafter, 
provided by the laws of any state; nor author- 


ize the doing of such business contrary to the 


laws of any state.

Is the ‘convict lease system ’ for women, where 
they work under the lash, in vogue in your state? 

Are the white and black women worked in the 
same gang?

The enclosed item read ; 

Governor Gordon, of Georgia, says the Chteage 
Inter-Ocean, last Friday appointed «a man by the 
name of Cowan a3 whipping boss for the women's 
camp of prisoners employed at broom-making 
under the convict lease system. What has become 
of the boasted chivalry of Georgia when the hand- 
some, courteous Governor Gordon finds it expe- 
dient to appoint a man as whipping boss in 4 
camp of woinen prisoners? When suc thingsare 
reported from far-of Siberia, without waiting for 
proof, the American people rise up in indignation 
to abuse the inbumanity of the czar. But what 
shall be said of the same system when it has the 
sanction of law in one of the United States and 
the “whipping boss” receives his commission from 
the bande of a governor who represents that class 
of southern men who are opposed to allowing wo- 
mea-to work for fear of soiling their pretty hands 
or planting wrinkles on their white brows? 

Governor Gordon and his secretaries are al- 
ways willing to furnish any information in 
their power to those who wish to increase their 
knowledge of southern people and their cus- 
toms, and some interesting facts will soon be 
imparted to Mr. D..R. Witter. 

THE LONE WHITE WOMAN. 

It may be a difficult thing for the northern 
mind to grasp, but it is a fact that there is no 
criminal class of white women in Georgia. 

At the present time there is one, and only 
one, white woman convict in the Georgia 
penitentiary. She came from Illinois, and 
settled in Dade county with her husband. She 
finally got tired of the man and murdered 
him. For this little indiscretion she will 
serve a life sentence. 

She is, however, confined by herself. 

ORIGIN OF THE WHIPPING BOSS. 

Mr. Witter will also be informed that the 
duties of the “‘whipping boss,’”’ about which 
the Inter-Ocean howls, are nothing more or 
less than those of the warden of northern 
prisons. 

Several years ago complaints were received 
showing that in some cases the guards placed 
over the prisoners who worked on the railroads 
and farms showed a disposition to be brutal 
and used more violence than was necessary. 

The legislature considered the subject thor- 
oughly apd in order to protect -the prisoners 
from violgnce they made it a criminal offence 
for any guard, keeper, er state official to raise 
his hand to a convict or to punish him in any 
way. 

PREVENTING ABUSE OF THF OFFICE. 

At the same time they established the office 
of whipping boss; and empowered him to pun- 
ish refractory prisoners. That the office might 
not be abused, it was made necessary for the 
president of each penitentiary camp to nomi- 
nate the whipping boss, or warden. If the 
nominee bears a good character, he is indorsed 
by the principal keeper of the penitentiary, 
and on the joint recommendation of these two 
oflicials, the governor is required to issue a 
commission. 

Another piece of information which will 
probably not be furnished Mr. Witter, is that 
Governor Gordon is no way different from any 
other southern gentieman. They not only 
honor, but admire, cvery lady who has the 
courage to face the world and labor for an 
honest living. At the same time they prefer 
to assume the hardships of the world them- 
selves, and will do any amount of work 
to provide for the ladies of _ their 
family, and save them from “‘soiling their 
pretty hands or planting wrinkles on their 
white brows,”

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ALITTLE BOY FALISIN A WELL ON 
' IUNTER STREET. 


Playing With His Little Sister He is Missed 


and His Cap is Found on the Well Curb and 
the Body in the Bottom of the Weill. 


There was a sad tragedy at No. 124 East 
Hunter street last evening. 


Little Tommie Harper, the six-year-old son’ 


of Mr. J. H. Harper, who lives at 
No. 127 East Hunter street, was playing in 
the front yard of a neighbor, just across the 
street, with his little sister. 

About half past 4 o’clock his little sister. 
came home without her brother,and his mother 


and aunt began a search for him. There was’

A search was at once instituted, and the 
little boy’s cap was found on the 
curbing of the well.- The searchers at once 
came to the conclusion that he was drowned in 
the well. 

The alarm was raised and a number of the 
néighbors repaired to the pare where the cap 
was found. 

Drag hooks were procured, and the well 
searched. It is nineteen feet deep, and about 
nine feet of water in it. 

After afew passes the hooks caught, and 


were drawn to the surface. 
They held the body of the child. 


An examination showed that the boy was 
dead, and that his neck had been broken by 
the fall. 

Just how the accident occurred nobody. can 
tell, but itis supposed that the child climbed 
up on the curbing of the well, lost his balance, 
and fell in the well. 

The sympathies of many friends are ex- 
tended to Mr. and Mrs. Harper in their grief 
over the tragic death of their child. The 
funeral will oceur today, 

Coroner Avary was notified, but an inquest 
was deemed unnecessary.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, April 21.—The stock market today 
@howed more genuine strength and acted more
